FATHERS AND BRETHREN:

That the Synod, organized by a band of consecrated Christians on Novem- 
Ler 6, 1868, should continue for seventy years, may have exceeded the fondest 
expectations of those Lutheran pioneers then assembled at Topeka. The fact 
is, that under the, guidance of God, the Synod has continued. We who serve the 
Church of the Lord Jesus Christ in the Synod those pioneers founded, have but 
centered into their labors, just as we, under God, have the right to expect that 
others will enter into ours.

Our Synod was the first to hold its meetings in connection with the gen- 
eral plan of the U. L. C. A. Four rallies were held: 

September 7, at St. Joseph, attended by 141 pdfeons: September 8, Child- 
ren’s Memorial, Kansas City, Missouri, attended by 138; September 9, Eureka, 
attended by 125; September 10, Beloit, attended by 177. Total attendance, 581. 

Participating as speakers were: Dr. Gould Wickey, Washington, D. C.; Rev. 
H. J. McGuire, Rev. A. J. Beil, and the President. 

Commenting on the Kansas Synod meetings, Mr. A. P. Black, Stewardship 
Secretary of the Lutheran Laymen’s Movement, wrote as follows: as tad 
Synod has set the pace for the whole church.” 

The enthusiasm of the rallies was kept alive through the Synodical : “follow: 
up” program, in which practically all the pastors participated. 


The Anniversary Appeal 


The Columbus Convention of the U. L. C. A. authorized an appeal for funds 
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by the Board of American Missions, as a commemoration of the twentieth an- 
niversary of the merger. The Appeal is being made on the basis of evangelism 
and the need- for church extension. The active presentation of the Appeal will 
be made in our Synod early in the Fall. F

REPORT OF THE sereih OF THE KANSAS SYNOD LUTHERAN 

The Kansas Synod Lutheran has been published on or before thie tenth of 


each month during the past year, with the exception of August. A special 
issue was published, half the usual size of the paper, in September, in order to 


Stimulate attendance at the U. L. CC. A. Promotional Conferences and coopera- 


tion in the synodical follow-up program. In order to send this issue through 
ti€ Mails, a change in our postal permit was made necessary, allowing for 
eleven issues a year, instead of ten, as formerly. In October, two extra pages 
of material relating to Midland College were included as an aid to the finan- 
cial campaign for Midland. The campaign manager agreed that the. extra cost 
of publication would be borne by the college. 

The editor has endeavored to make the paper an organ for the dissemina- 
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- tion of information relative to the work, plans and activities of the synod and 
- §ts churches and institutions, ior the promotion of the work of the Uniteg Luth- 


cran Church; the synod and their agencies, and for strengthening bonds of 
unity among the churches of the synod by means of widespread interest in dne 
another's plans and activities. He has sought to make the paper increasingly 
attractive, readable, and informative. 

The Women’s Missionary Society has contributed two columns of material, 
and the synodica] Brotherhood, one column. Beginning with the July, 1937, 
issue, the space of the Missionary society was reduced from three columns to 
two, at the request of the editor, in order to allow more space for items. of 
general interest. 

Approximately 3725 copies are circulated each month. The paper gbes 
into the homes of the communicant members of the synod, according to the 
lists of bona fide members submitted by the pastors.

TABITHA HOME REPORT 


For another year the grace of a kind Heavenly Father has sustained us in 
the work of our Inner Mission Institution, Tabitha Hiome, Lincoln, Nebraska. 
Prayers have been abundantly answered and the physical needs of the institu- 
tion have been supplied by the kind hand of God. During the year many’ neces- 
sary repairs nave been made. A mortgage of $950.00 was paid on one of our 
many properties received through the Aged Department. $3,334.96 was trans- 
ferred to the building fund, stil) leaving a balance in the current fund of $862. 71. 
The income through bequests and wills exceeded that of 1936. 

The institution ministered to 77 «ged and 70 children during the. year. 
Thirteen aged passed away during 1937. The health of Tabitha Family has 
been good and no serious illness occurred throughout the year. It is a rémark- 
able fact that in all the years that Tabitha Home hag been connected with our 
Church not a single death occurred among the children. The Home is sincerely 
thankful to God for His care in behalf of these children. 

The new girls’ cottage, Bethel, was completed in September and dedicated 
September 10. The building gives full satisfaction and no important mistakes 
have been made in its erection. The building was erected at a cost of $21,400. 
The rooms were furnished mostly by congregations and individuals. | 

It is hoped that the Synod of Kansas and adjacent states will continue to 
support Tabitha as they have in the past. Our work becomes greater each 
year as many aged find themselves destitute ang the receipts through the Aged 


Depariment are becoming less each year. Many applications must be refused 
because ee a lack of room. 


Recommendation: 


{ The greatest need of Tabitha Home is a new Main Building. The o}d build- 
ing was erected in 1892 and requires constant repairs. There are but few 
single bed rooms in the building, which is by no means an idea! situation. The 
Board asks the indorsement of the Synods for an appea| throughout Tabitha 


Home Territory for $100,000 in 1940 in order that a new Main = may 
become a possibility.

The Golden Jubilee of Midland College is drdwing to a close. The climax 
of the celebration of fifty years of Christian achievement will begin on May 


On account of the notable event many scholastic, inspirational and social 


United Lutheran Church in America, the Rev. F. H. Knubel, D.D. LLD., May 
2nd, 1937, on the subject, “The Church’s Appeal to the Man Who Thinks,” the 
Jubilee motif became a part of Founder’s Day, Home Coming Day, Christian 
Citizenship Day and numerous other occasions. A committee of fifty-two hon- 
orary sponsors were selected to aid in the effort to bring famous speakers to 
Midland and keep the Coliege before the public in a favorable light. Valuable 
historical data has been collected during the year. Much credit should be given 
to Mr. W. Emerson Reck of the School of Journalism and his committee who 
have conceived and tirelessly promoted this program. 

The second aim of the celebration was to place Midland on a more secure 
financial basis. The Board of Trustees set a goal of $187,500, the principal sum 
of which was to retire bonds due in December of this year and erect a Boy's 

| _.. Dormitory. The Board adopted a plan to raise the money. A greater Midland 
meeelly was held at Fremont, September 28, 1987, attended by 87 pastors and 
meeeders of the constituent Synods. The campaign plan was endorsed at this 
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Rally. ‘The Rev. Thomas Rinde and the Rev. Lightner. Swan were téallea to 
direct the Appeal. Letters of appeal were sent to pastors by the various Syn- 
olical presidents. Speakers were provided by the College. Exceptionally fine 
Pulletins were offered the pastors for their Church services.

REPORT OF THE HOME MISSIONS COMMITTEE 


The past year has been an eventful one in the story of the missions of 


Synod as the following report will evidence: 


Trinity, Kansas City, Kansas 
Rev. H. Brent Schaeffer, D. D., Pastor 

This congregation was organized in 1902 with 33 charter members and since 
1924 has been receiving aid from the Board of American Missions. The Rev. 
H. Brent Schaeffer, D. D., has been the Board’s missionary sincé June, 1936. 
The big indebtedness of the ¢ongregation, $48,700, incurred by the building 
of the new church in 1923, has" had a hindering effect on the crown and work 
of the congregation. 

During the past 18 months weneiuaaies fear and dincctnaiiaedn have given 
place to confidence and a large measure of stability under the wise and heart- 
ening leadership of Dr. Schaeffer. 

Thirty-one new members were enrolled with very good prospects for Easter 
accessions. The average Sunday morning church attendance was 105. A Luther 
League of 17 active members, practically, all of no previous cornection, has 
been, reorganized. The Sunday School @hrollment has increased 30 per cent. 
Organized a young women’s missionary society with a membership of 19. The 
church auditorium was cleaned and repaired, some improvements made on the 
parsonage, and a primary department installed. Boy Scout work has prospered 
and new, well equipped quarters provided. 

During the past year the congregation paid the Board $60 ger month to- 
ward the pastor’s salary, paid all interest due the Board and $1, 000 on the prin- 
cipal, and owes no bills on its current expense treasury. It also paid $325 on 
its Synodical benevolence. The future of Trinity is most propane |

The confirmed membership is reported as 132 a net increase of 3 over the 
report for 1936, Average church attendance, morning 68, evening 55. Organi- 
zational work carries on with fairly encouraging results. Paid $250, the re- 
mainder of a local loan, and closed the year with all bills paid. $257.82 was 
paid on the Synodical benevolence of $375. The E. M. V. resulted in 68 piedges 
amounting to $1217 for current expenses, and 35 pledges amounting to $273 for 
the Synodical benevolence. The pastor is quite disturbed by the. growing effect 
on the of the captinuss unemployment situation the city. 
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Fairmount, Kansas City, Missouri 


Fairmount is another of our missions which has been supported by ald from 
the Board of American Missions. For some years past the continuance of the 
work has been questioned by both our committee and the Board. A thorough 
survey of the field and an analysis of the situation was made last summer at 
our request by canvassers of the Board. In large measure it confirmed our 
fears. However, upon the resignation of Rev. Groseclose effective October ist, 
who since October, 1927, served faithfully and sacrificingly as pastor, the Board 
gent the Rev. F. H. Bloch as its representative to'act as supply pastor in the 
hope that the mission might yet be saved. 

After three months’ effort Rev. Bloch’s adverse report caused the Board to 
notify us of action taken on February 11, as follows: 

“Special study has been made of the report of Board Missionary 
Bloch, and after careful review of the entire situation in this mission, 
it is recommended that the Board notify the Synodica] authorities that 
it does not appear advisable for the Board to continue the support of 
this mission.” 

At a meeting of our committee held in Kansas City on February 22, 1938, 
the following resolution was adopted: 

“In view of the action of the Board to discontinue the support. of 
Fairmount without which help we cannot maintain the work, and in 
view of our own doubt as to any future stability to justify its continu- 
ance, therefore, be it resolved, that our committee take the necessary 
steps to discontinue the work at Fairmount and close up its affairs as 
soon as consistently possible.” 

Strangely enough back in 1922 the Home Missions committee reported to 
Synod that “Fairmount is located in an unchurched community which | jsocens 


» to Care very little for what the Church can furnish.”

Sherman E. Frederick accepted a call and became resident pastor on June 14, 
1936. But the repeated crop failures affected the finances, attendance and in- 
terest waned, internal difficulties arose, and the pastor resigned effective De- 
cember ist to accept a call to the Homer, Nebraska, parish. 

Efforts to secure an acceptable pastor have thus far failed. The lev. W. 
H. Moeller at Hays is now supplying the congregation. Wakeeney is a town 
of about 2000, the county seat, strategically located in a fine wheat farming 


district. Under normal conditions Bethlehem 4will be one of our fine rary con- 

gregations.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON MINISTERIAL PENSIONS be RELIEF 


Not much change has taken place in the work of the Board of Ministerial 
Pensions and Relief during the past year. There has, however, been an increase 
in the number of pensioners from 1075 to 1154 and also in the: — budget 
from $235,880 to $245,550. | 

Our synod now has 1 retired minister, 1 disabled mlataber, 7) widows, and 
2 children on the funds of the Board. The annual outlay for us by the Board 
is $250,000. 

The income of the Board has been some better during the past year. From 
the apportionment the Board received $13,000.00 more during 1937 than the pre- 
vious year, and the endowment funé also gave better returns, ‘But still the 
Board is operating with a deficit. 

and certainly it hes not grown 


The Board's deficit in 1927 was $92,681, 
smaller since. The money has not been borrowed from the banks but from 


the endowment fund. Obviously this can not go on indefinitely. A new plan 
to provide the necessary funds is tremendously important. : 

The new contributary plan deviseed by the Board and adopted by the Co- 
lumbus Convention of the U. L. C. A.. which it was thought would provide ade- 
quate funds and also better pensions, was to have been checked yp to our pas- 
tors and churches for their approval or disapproval during the past winter. At 
@ meeting of the presidents of the synods held December 10, 1937, at Harris- 
burg, Pa., this pension plan was thoroughly discussed. It was known at that 
time that that particular plan would not be adopted by the church, Dr. Knuble 
and E. Clarence Miller were present at that meeting. The conclusion was in- 
structing Mr. Miller, who is chairman of a special committee on the subject, to 
ask the Board to prepare a new plan in simple form, eliminating details as 
much as possible and covering a contributary system based on #% of the salary 
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Our correspondence brings out the fact that nothing has been done in the 
matter of preparing a new plan and further nothing is likely to happen soon, 

Mr. Simmons of our committee, who is himself a railroad employee, and 
who has studied the pension question extensively as well as intensively has 
prepared 4 plan which seems to the rest of our committee to have considerable 
merit. It is herewith submitted hoping that it may be sent to the U. L. c. A. 
with your, approval.

ARTICLE Il 
DEFINITIONS 
For the purpose of this plan— : 

(a) The term “Church” means The United Lutheran Church in inlestes 
(b) The term “board” means the Board of Ministerial Pensions and Relief. 

(c) The term “participant” means ministers, missionaries, and clerical or 
lay employees of any congregation, parish, synod, board, and or other institu- 


., ions of the United Lutheran Church in America. 


(d) The term “organization” means congregation, parishes, synods, boards, 


and or other institutions of the United Lutheran Church in America, yeying 
salaries or wages. 


(e) The term “compensation” means salaries, wages, and other allowances. 
When the organization furnishes living quarters for the participant, the same 


_ shall be considered an equivalent to 15 per cent of his total salary and at that 


value shall be added to other salary paid to arrive at the total compensation. 
When the organization provides board for the participant, the same shall be 
computed at a reasonable rate and added to other salary paid to arrive at the 
total compensation. 

(f) The term “average ‘monthly compensation” means the average com- 
pensation received by the participant in the calendar months comprising the 
years of service. In computing average monthly compensation no part of any 
month’s compensation in excess of $300.00 shal] be recognized. 

(g) The term “annuity” means a monthly sum payable on the aret day 
of each calendar month for the accrual during the preceding calendar month. 

(h) The terms “years of service” shall mean the number of years an indi- 


| vidual shall have rendereq service for compensation for an organization as de- 


fined in this article. 


(1) The term “pension fund” means the fund created by the contritiutions 


of participants and organizations, income from the Church’s aepereepes. 
and income from pension endowment fund. 


(j) The words “minor child” or “minor children” shall mean the children 
of a deceased participant, under 18 years of age. 


(k) The term “Plan” means the pension plan as provided herein. 


(1) The term “prior plan” means the pension plan prov ided by the Church 
prior to the adoption of this plan. 


(m) The “date of adoption” shall be the date announced by the president 
of the United Lutheran Church in America putting the plan into effect. | 


ARTICLE Ill 
COMPUTING YEARS OF SERVICE 


Zearh of service shall be the total of years of service subsequent to and 
prior to the date of adoption. 


(A) ‘Years of service subsequent to the date of adoption shall be com- 
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puted as follows: Qne-half month shal) be counted for each moiith the par- 
ticipant shall contribute to the pension fund as provided for in Article IV. One- 
half month shall be counted for each month the organization paying compen- 
sation to the participant shall contribute to the pension fund. Twelve such 
months shail contitute a year of service. 

(B) Years of service prior to the date of adoption shal) be ¢om puted as 
follows: Enough months taken in reverse order from date of adoption shall 
be added to the years of service computed as in paragraph A for the period sub- 
sequent to tie date of adoption to make a total of not to exceed thirty years of 
service, but in no event shall any month prior to thirty calendar wears before

The following rule shall govern the payments of annuities to the persons 


referred to in section one.

2. Subject to the following minima: 

The annuity of any participant, 65 years or older with thirty. or more years 
of service, shal] not be less than $50 per month. 


4. The annuity of any participant with less than thirty years of service and 
ietired account incapacitated shall not be less than $40 per month. 
5. The annuity for widows of participants shal] be equa) to one-half of the 
annuity that the years of service of the participant would entitle him to in case 
f retirement or disability on the date of decease. Subject to a minimum of $30 
per month and in addition $10 per month for each minor child of deceased par- 
titipant. In case of remarriage of such widow the annuity to widow shall 
ecase, but the annuity for minor children shall continue. 

6. The annuities for persons on prior pension plan pension rolls shall be 
computed on the same basis as for participants, widows of participants, or 
minor children of participants as the case may be. Prior poner amounts to

Cc. Trial 


1. When charges have been brought against a minister of the 
Synod and the preliminary investigation has shown that a formal trial 
is necessary, the President shall report the matter to the next annual 
meeting of the Synod, or to a special meeting called for the purpose, and 
the case shall be referred to a Committee on Discipline consisting of not 
less than seven members. The charges and specifications against the 
accused shall be presented in his presence, if he desire it. The accused 
shall have the right and opportunity to be fully heard and to call witnesses 
in his own defense, and may be represented by counsel, who, however, 
shall be members of congregations belonging to the Synod. The Com- 
mittee on Discipline shall hear all relevant testimony and shall present 
its findings to Synod. If the findings be adverse to the accused, it shall 
recommend the penalty to be inflicted. Only those shall vote who have 
not brought the charges in the case. The findings of the Committee may 
be adopted and the penalty determined by a majority vote of the Synod; 
but the accused may appeal from the findings of the Committee, in which 
case he shall be tried by the Synod in exclusive session, and the method 
of procedure shall be the same as before the Committee on Discipline. In
